I received this leply in substance: 
I have no vacancy among the boys, but such a 


boy as you mention Boll always pay twice OTOT. 
It was a loud commendation you gave him. U 
vou dare stand by it, send him along I shall 
keep your indorsement for ready reference. 


Fred reported for-work the next morn- 


ing. Ha began at the bottom, sweeping, 
dusting, clearing up, taking away books, 
carrying off waste paper, etc. In a 
short time the store looked aa it never 
did before. He was the first there in 
the morning and the last at night Hs 
never asked what to do next, but found 
something to do until new work was 
assigned. He kept his mouth shut, his 
eyes and ears open, and his feet and 
thoughts active. The fifth week they 
raised him to $3 and gave him work 
above four other youths whom he found 
there. At the end of four months he 
•was raised to §12 a week without ask- 
ing it. 
Ben went from the high school into 


an office at $3 a week. They told him 
plainly that there was no probability of 
promotion. as no boy had been promoted 
for twelve* years, but there was a possi- 
bility. There was nothing about him 
that was promising. He had not stood 
high in school, was not a good penman 
was not strong physically; but he went 
to work with the full determination that 
he would "get there."

In those three years a thousand othei 
boys in Boston had changed from place 
to place, and were still working for §3 
or $4 a week.

•will never be promoted, neither will he 
•who is above being an office boy; who is 
lazy, indifferent, talkative, sulky, moody, 
meddlesome, envious, jealous, afraid oi 
doing more than his share, and bound 
not to earn more than he is paid for. He 
will be promoted who makes himseli 
equal to every emergency; who loves 
work, learns how to work, how to b« 
f heerful and loyal, lending a hand every 
where; who puts brains into his work, 
who lets his "head save his heels," who 
•will work anywhere, at anytime, at any 
thing, without complaint.—A, E. Win

to North Africa to secure camels for in- 
troduction into America, said in a 
recent interview: "In their campaign! 
against 
Algiers, 
the French 
were 


surprised to 
see their camels, nl 


though reduced to skeletons, making 
forced marches -with their loads. Mules 
in their condition could not have carried 
even their saddles. A camel's flesh is 
as good as beef. You can hardly tell one 
meat from the other. Camel's milk is 
very good, as I can testify, because 1 
used it in my coffee. 
A camel generally 


drinks once in three days, and besides 
his four stomachs he carries a sort of 
reservoir in which he stores water, 1 
have been told that even ten days after 
the death of a camel this reservoir can b« 
opened and ten or fifteen pints of clear 
drinkable -water taken from it. 


"On one occasion six camels carried 


3,648 pounds of oats and made the jour- 
ney in much quicker time than two wag- 
ons, each drawn by six mules, and to- 
gether carrying about tho same weigh 
of load. On a very heavy road a caravan 
of our camels carried from San Antonu 
nearly two tons of oats, making about 
twenty miles a day. The roads were 
such that wagons could not have been 
used at all I believe this is an experi- 
ment worth trying again 
The camel 


would not only make a valuable adjunct 
to our army in the northwest and west, 
ban I believe the day is coming in which 
he will be domesticated as a beast oi 
burden all through the southern and 
middle regions of this country."

Fortunately for tho 
proTess of the world, the founder, Jurza 
Ali-Mohamraed, soems to have been in ad- 
anca cf both Judaism and Islamism, hav- 
ing imitated neither the intolerance and self 
righteousness of the former nor the fatahstic 
reed of the latter. This must be attributed to 
he character of its founder, who, when only 
8 years of age, began his missionary wont, 
or which he was qualified by natural genius, 
also by earnest inquiry iato the Scriptures, 
he Koran, and by discussion with the Jews 
of his country.

From 
that time he began to preach to public with 
enormous success, and declared himself to be 
the "Bab," i. e., the "door," through which 
onearriveth at the knowledge of God. The 
Islam priests could no longer ignore the agi- 
tation caused by this young preacher, so after 
having been ignomuuously defeated by him 
at a public conference, they arranged an ap- 
peal to the civil power. Bab and his follow- 
ers suffered persecution, and this proved the 
beginning of the spread of Babism. Mission- 
aries were sent to Ispahan, to the north and 
west districts, and everywhere they met with

If he should be green 
blind he will select grays and greens or 
blue greens. Sometimes, to verify the 
two previous tests, we lay out the red 
skein, and the party selects browns or 
greens in their different shades." 


"What percentage do you find, of all 


those examined, to be color blind?" 


"About 4 per cent, are color blind. 


That is one out of every twenty-five in- 
dividuals. There are more red blind than 
any other color." 
"li is often asked why we don't ex- 


amine the men by the lamps. It is one 
of the most difficult things to stain the 
glass regularly. 
When the glass is 


blown it cannot be made all the same 
color. Then, if the glass is thicker the 
color will bo darker. Again, sometimes 
the wick is turned higher, and then the 
light has a greater luminosity, while the 
other is a very dull light. There may be 
dust or steam over the glass, and the 
light will be darker. A dirty white flag 
to one color blind would bo taken for a 
green flag, which means safety. They 
would take a dirty dark green for red, 
which means danger. This would lead 
to endless confusion."

In one family 1 
kno-w of four -who are color blind, two 
brothers and two sisters; in another 
family an uncle and a nephew." 


"Do you examine for anything else?" 
"Oh, yes. It is just as important to 


examine for vision and hearing as it is 
for color blindness. In order to make the 
test for vision this is the programme: A 
test plate containing letters that can be 
seen at 200 feet and twenty feet, twenty 
feet being the normal eye, is placed at 
one end of tho room. 


The room is darkened. The patient 


placed twenty feet distant, and then is 
requested to" cover one eye while the 
other is being examined. If he sees what 
we call twenty twentieths—that is, the 
letters representing twenty feet—he has 
normal vision. Both eyes are put to this 
test—first the right, then the left If he 
has a vision in both eyes of twenty 
fiftieths minus—that is to say, if he can't 
see at twenty feet what he ought to see 
at fifty—he is rejected, provided glasses 
don't improve the vision. If a man can't 
see that big B, the large letter, which he 
ought to Bee at SOO, at twenty feet with 
only one eye, then he has practically only 
one eye, and there have been several ex- 
amined who never knew that they.could 
not see out of only one eye." 


TESTING FOK HEABINQ. 


"How do you test for hearing?" 
"With my watch. The man is requir- 


ed to cover up his eyes and I place my 
watch to his ear, gradually removing it 
away until the exact distance that he 
can hear the ticking is known. He says 
'No' when ho ceases to hear it. Now, 
two-thirds of all tho engineers are hard 
of hearing, or, better, defective in the 
right ear, which is due to then- leaning 
out of the cab w mdow, coming in con- 
stant contact with the wind; that is to 
say, 
the force o{ the wind coming in con- 


stant contact teith the drum of the ear it 
becomes affected. The constant pressure 
on the drum o? the ear has the effect of 
retracting it. It becomes concave. The 
range of vision is also tested. This is 
done by placing a man twelve orjsight- 
een inches from a blackboard. HP is re- 
quested to keep his eye directly on a 
chalk spot, which is on a level with the 


eye, 
the other eve being closed. He is 


directed to say 'Yes' the momdnt he eeea 
anything moving toward thsr spot from 
above, below, to the right Mid to the left. 
This constitatca his rangjfof vision. If 
he has any disease or iwury to the eye 
we can always map ou^is range of vis- 
ion, 
as the range is uMially contracted in 


one of the four diMlnt directions. To 
illustrate, one mail nad a range of vision 
in the right eye, three inches to the left, 
six inches 'above, eight inches to the i 
right and ten inches below. Of course 
he was rejected, because he could not 
see an approaching train.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.

How; They Shoot Kaeh Other Down In

GitvitaTos, Tex., Jaa. 21,—A terrible 


tragedy was enacted in the Courthouse 
here to-day, in which Kyle Terry, naph«» 
of the late Judge David Terry, was in- 
gtaLtly killed and] two men badly wonnded. 
Tho killing was the outcome of troubles 
which resulted some time ago in a bloodj 
battle between citizens of Richmond. 
Some montbs ago Terry, who was TBI 
•Assessor of Fort Bend county, and a mem- 
ber of the band known as the Woodpecker 
party, had-e difficulty with the Gibson 
boys, all members of tbe Jaybird party 
Five weeks later Terry met one of the 
Gibson brothers in Wharton and killed 
him. When the case cim* np for trial 
Terry got a change of venne to Galveston 
county. 
Judge Crocker, convicted for 


murder in Fort' Bend county, also secured 
a change of venne Io this county, and the 
cases were aet down for to-day,.and- wit- 
nesses for both tbe prosecution and de- 
fense brought to this wty, being a largr 
nnmlier o! the adherents of the Jaybird 
and Woodpecker factions. About 10 A., u. 
Kyle Terry, his brother, 'Captain David 
Terry of California, Judge Parker, 
Weston, Dr. Gale and some others entered

the front door of the Courthouse. Terry 
turned to the left toward the stairway .and 
had just reached the eacond step when a 
shot was fired. It .struck him under the 
right arm and came out of: his left braast 
und literally tore bis :beart to pieces. 
There was it moment's lull, and.then four 
or fire shots, fired from different directions; 
One passed 'through the' arm of Judge 
Western, of Fort Bend county; another 
through the leg of Henry.Tittle;- a Gnlves- 
ttmian. Eye- witnesses saw that three 
men were shooting/naming them as Val. 
Gribson, who 
killed Terry, and whose 


brother Terry had killed inWharion; Dan 
Bugsdals and young' Mitchell, all from 
Fort Bend county, and all Jaybirds. Im- 
mediately after the shooting six' arrests 
were made, the principal one being- Val. 
Gibson, who fired the first and only fatal 
nhct. Be is a young man aboat 25 years 
of age, and treats the matter coolly. Gib- 
son was the oldest man in the attacking 
party, the four other men being under, 21 
years. 
It was their intention to kill 


Weston and Parker, as well as Terry. 
Judge Parker is a member of the State 
Legislature from Fort Bend county, and is 
juurged with having been the cause of tbe 
trouble in Richmond. His trial for mur- 
der comes np to-morrow.

Spccltl to the JOVEXJ.L.

Bank of England contemplates issuing one- 
pound silver notes on a bullion basis is 
causing much comment.
